Classification and Arrangement Books the Library the 
Surgeon-General’s Office.

the request the Editors the Bulletin the Medical 
Library Association, the subjoined classification the bound medical 
books the Library the Surgeon General’s office submitted for 
publication. This classification, with the changes made necessary 
later advances medicine, was devised Dr. John Billings and 
Dr. Robert Fletcher the basis the scheme nosology and classi- 
fication the Royal College Physicians London (derived from 
the system Dr. William Farr), and has been use this Library 
since the steel book stacks were installed the Library Hall the 
Army Medical Museum also substantially the classifi- 
cation which has been used date (with necessary changes) the 
Index Medicus (1879-1917). For libraries which classify not only 
medical books, but also pamphlets, reprints, the contents medical 
periodicals, recommend the monthly table contents the Index 
Medicus good working scheme classification. the subjoined 
arrangement, the different subjects are placed under grand divisions, 
Anatomy, Physiology, Surgery, etc., for the convenience 
those who wish adapt the needs smaller libraries, but, 
the guide-book the alcoves and shelves, which daily use the 
staff, the arrangement purely alphabetical, with indices the 
proper location the alcoves. 

the Bulletin the Association Medical Librarians, Baltimore, 
July-October, 1902, number 3-4, pp. 70-83, article the classifi- 
cation the Library was published Dr. Garrison, from 
which the following introductory matter, prefacing the classification 
itself, reprinted: 


CARDING AND CLASSIFICATION. 


book received the Library, first properly 
stamped, numbered and entered register giving the number, date 
accession and description the volume. ticket pasted inside 
the book giving the accession number, proper location book the 
Library (indicated formula explained below), and the name 
the donor (if any). cards are then written, follows: 

(1) author-card, giving author’s full name, title-page full, 
pagination, size, place publication, publisher and date (of publica- 
tion). the back this card written pencil the date 


accession the volume, whether bound unbound, and, 
pamphlet, the number the box which it.is stored the 
volume miscellanies which bound. The author-card thus 
the final authority the location any given book the Library. 
These cards, together with the cross-reference author-cards, are 
arranged strictly alphabetical order, constituting the author-cata- 
logue the Library. 

(2) subject-card, giving author’s name with initials, title, size, 
place and date publication. Where possible, the above data 
location the book the Library are given also. the case 
articles indexed periodicals, only subject-card written. Over 
the top each these cards pencilled its proper place subject 
classification, g., Liver, (Cirrhosis of, Treatment of). cards 
are then classified subjects indicated the Index 
Catalogue. 

Since July 1916, all author titles new books and pamph- 
lets not the nature reprints are printed the Library 
Congress their standard size cards, and the consolidated author 
catalogue the Library will time transferred such cards and 
kept the Library Hall special file cabinets, for the ready con- 
venience visitors using the Library. 

Duplicate copies these author titles recent medical books 
can obtained from the Library Congress small cost. 


II. ARRANGEMENT BOOKS THE LIBRARY. 

The books are placed double stacks iron shelves, three 
stories high, and various smaller shelves about the Library Hall. 
The arrangement the books under the different subjects (in all cases 
strictly alphabetical) is, present, follows:

The above classification far from being complete, perfect 
satisfactory. only applicable collections bound medical 


books, and not arrangements pamphlets and reprints subjects, 
which require more extensive classification. simply represents 
the best available this Library under present conditions shelf- 
room. ‘The Library now contains some 250,000 bound volumes, and 
only three additional book stacks have been added Congressional 
appropriation since the original stacks were put 1887. The 
collection medical periodicals the first story stacks the floor 
the Library Hall has more than once been shifted and rearranged, 
order secure additionai shelf room for incoming files, but 
would impossible rearrange the above collection classified 
books without additional shelf room new stacks new build- 
ing, nor would advisable attempt this except under these 
conditions, since the present Library force very small and could 
not attempt the task without seriously interrupting the large amount 
current work with which the Library has present deal. 
Hence, until can secure new stacks new building the 
large room immediately below the Library Hall, with the proper 
supply laborers carry the work shifting the books, 
must regard some current criticisms the above classification 
premature and ill-advised. stands, the use the numbered 
grand divisions may recommended the smaller medical libraries. 

The bracketed entries, with cross references, are merely inserted 
indicate that the scheme lettered sub-divisions, arranged 
alphabetical order, may easily amplified, compressed modified 
suit the needs almost any collection bound medical books. 
attempt has been made classify the large collection unbound 
reprints the Library, which are kept alphabetical order num- 
bered boxes. proper classification for these reprints will found 
under the different subject headings the Index Catalogue. 


PAPER MAKING—PAST AND PRESENT.* 


Kalamazoo, Michigan. 


The name paper derived from papyrus plant that four 
thousand years ago grew the Delta the Nile, and which the 
ancient slow process formed into sheets that served 
best could just one the thousand purposes which paper put 
today.

The record the earliest paper making, approaching all the 
methods the present, found old Chinese encyclopedia 
which appears that 105 chinaman, Lun began 
making paper from bark, tow, old linen and fish nets. 

must imagine that the efforts this pioneer brought forth 
exceedingly small results, but not difficult trace from this 
beginning the various steps the progress the industry. 

When the Arabs conquered Samarkand 704 they dis- 
covered there considerably developed industry paper making, 
and 751 recorded that they were making their paper from raw 
cotton. 

Paper making found its way into Europe early the eleventh 
century when the Moors opened the industry Toledo. 

The oldest manuscript written upon cotton paper the Bodleian 
collection the British Museum and bears the date 1049 

Italy and France took paper making about the same time, 1340, 
but England does not appear have begun paper making till about 
1498, though most our knowledge the industry has come the 
United States from that country. 

Fifteen twenty years ago the majority the paper makers 
this country were either English Scotch, and large number 
fine mills least are today superintended these men. 

The first paper mill this country was established 1690 
William Rittenhouse, native Holland. This mill was built 
small stream called Paper Mill Run which flows into the Wissahickon 
about two mills above its junction with the Schuylkill. 

The first mill New England was established 1730 Milton, 
Massachusetts, and from practically that time until the present day 
Massachusetts has held its leadership the production high grade 
papers. 

During all the years from the beginning and until about the year 
1800 all paper was made hand. 

the ‘‘Hand Made’’ process paper made ina mould the size 
the sheet desired. The stock for the paper mixed with water, 
fact the mixture contains much water that consistency 
between milk and cream. ‘The vatman dips his mould into tub 
this pulp and picks exactly enough stock make sheet the 
required weight. then shakes the mould with peculiar oscillat- 
ing motion which serves the double purpose weaving the fibre 
together and hastening the drainage water through the bottom 
the mould which made fine meshed wire cloth. When the 
water has been shaken out the fibre lies smooth sheet the 
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bottom. sheet then taken out felt and with the other 
sheets post put press, and all the water that can be, 
squeezed out. Coming from the press the sheet merely damp, and 
hung the dry loft dry. 

After paper making machinery became general this country, 
the hand made process was discontinued, and for great many years 
none was produced that method. 1880, however, the 
Brown Paper Co., the well known manufacturers ledger paper 
Adams, Massachusetts re-established hand made paper making their 
plant, and continued until ten years ago, but there appears have 
been too little call for this product warrant keeping the industry 
alive. papers were used for Luxe book editions, for draw- 
ing papers, and for fine stationery, but comparison with machine 
made papers prices were practically prohibitive. 

There are still hand made papers made few the European 
countries. England probably makes more than any other nation, 
and all the English bank notes five pound denomination and 
upwards are printed hand made paper. 

Since the war, however, they have printed one pound and ten 
shilling notes machine made papers. 

1798 French paper maker, Louis Robert conceived the idea 
making paper machinery, and the next year his patent was 
procured. ‘This was the beginning paper making the web 
endless wire cloth. 

The commercial success the invention was due the financial 
support two Englishmen with the French name 
and the engineering skill their compatriot Bryan Donkin who 
built and set the first ‘‘Fourdinier’’ machine Frogmore, England 
1803, consisting merely what now known the end’’ 
the machine. 

This part the machine that which takes the place the 
mould the hands the old time paper maker. ‘The pulp diluted 
with perhaps times much water and evenly distributed flows 
upon the endless wire cloth which always moving forward, and 
which also given lateral motion ‘‘shake’’. ‘This shake has the 
effect laying the fibre evenly upon the surface the wire, and 
helps work the water out through meshes the wire. 

The omission the shake allows the fibre settle unevenly 
upon the wire and this manner the paper produced 
which few years ago was vogue fine correspondence papers. 

The weight paper the thickness varied the amount 
stock allowed flow upon the wire, and also the speed with which 


the wire moves forward. 
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Each year sees refinements upon paper machines, but the major 
improvements since the first are the steam heated cylinders for drying 
the paper and the calenders smoothing rolls the end the 
machine upon which the desired surface produced. 

the machines, except where the high grade are made, the 
paper taken dry from the machine. dried paper, however, 
after being dried have described passes through bath diluted 
gelatine made from hide cuttings ard saturated with it. then 
cut off the machine wet and hung loft dry just our washing 
hung the attic rainy day. 

The other style paper machine used almost great num- 
bers this country the ‘‘Fourdinier’’ the Cylinder machine. 


This type came into existence within six years the time the 
Fourdinier. Mr. John Dickinson noted English paper maker, 
1809 developed his idea producing paper hollow cylinder 
covered with wire cloth. This cylinder turns vat pulp 
practically the same consistency runs onto the Fourdinier wire. 
The water inside the cylinder drawn out and kept lower level 
than the pulp the outside, and the water forcing through from the 
outside settles the fibre down the wire forming the sheet paper 
which carried away the top felt, and goes through the 
same process drying the other type machine. 

The cylinder machine the one which practically all heavy 
papers such box boards and binder boards are made. ‘The extreme 
thicknesses being accomplished running number these cylinders 
tandem and bringing the sheets altogether while wet pulpy state. 


may interesting know that the original cylinder machine 
which only about inches wide still being operated the John 
Dickinson Company, Ltd. one the greatest paper manufacturing 
and jobbing concerns England. The product this machine, 
which book paper, all bought one English publisher who pays 
half cent pound above the market price for it, considers the 
paper better for his purpose than that from any similar machine. 

Though read frequently the magnitude the paper making 
industry England and Germany, the United States makes far more 
than both them put together. fact make one half the 
paper made the entire globe and consume practically all 
ourselves. 

this year when our paper exports are rapidly increasing and 
have been greater than ever our history the records the first 
three months indicate that sent out only two days product. 


There are this country 760 paper mills which are operated 
1540 machines, 860 Fourdiniers, and 680 cylinders with the total 
product every twenty four hours 22,000 tons. 

Book papers, perhaps the division which are most interested, 
constitute considerable percentage this total—3400 tons day. 
Writing and bond papers 900 tons day and news paper 4200 tons. 

The other general classifications are cover, blotting, wrapping, 
board and tissue. 

While our industry not the largest dollars and cents 
the number men employed our product certainly more vital than 
any other the advancement civilization. 

There seems end the use paper. Itis used our homes 
for roofing, our walls sheathing, and our walls for decoration. 
find under our floors, and again, under our carpets. walk 
paper shoe soles and carry paper sun shades. 

Besides protecting well our exterior, serves even wider 
field protecting the inner man. you receive package food 
any kind that not protected and your butter 
and lard and all other susceptible foods are carefully sealed germ 
proof packages fine waxed paper, vegetable parchment grease 
blanket made paper, and buried paper coffin. 

The paper mills present, like all other manufacturing institu- 
tions the United States, are crowded the limit their capacity, 
and are then not quite able supply the demand, and prices range 
higher than any time for many years. 

The cost ordinary book paper has the last five months 
practically doubled, and while the higher grades have not shown 
large increase proportionately, grade has shown much less than 
50% advance. 

The cause this lies the shortage raw material. have 
depended large measure upon Germany for our bleached wood 
pulp, and have imported from that country many thousands 
tons rags, and all these supplies since the first few months 
the war have been cut off. 

The shortage wood pulp can overcome, but takes time 
build mills, and before can make the deficit rags must 
learn great lesson economy. Were save all the rags this 
spendthrift nation burns for convenience would save for ourselves 
many million dollars. 

There manufactured article whose price governed more 
strictly the law supply and demand than paper. one 
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surprised find that gasoline has gone two cents gallon, that 
steel has advanced two dollars aton. learn our discomfort 
that our grocer has raised sugar two cents pound just before can- 
ning season are unable get the next store time beat the 
advance there, and our coal goes cents ton just before cold 
weather, but the price paper much shows the slightest 
ripple sufficient cause for immediate congressional investiga- 
tion. Needless say there such investigation now going 
Washington. 

The publishers association, one the greatest combinations 
the country, and the most powerful organization for moulding 
public opinion forever crying Trust’’ and then very care- 
fully seeing themselves that there paper trust. 

this organization that framed the Reciprocity Act with 
Canada under the Taft administration, which the way did not 
reciprocate, but which allowed news print come free duty, 
and dealt the paper industry this nation staggering blow from 
which made little progress toward recovery until the war brought 
our present unparalleled commercial activity. 

Yet all these years this industry has striven serve the people 
with paper suit every demand and every taste from the fine station- 
ery milady with delicate tint and linen surface that with strength 
and requisite endurance make the wheels freight cars. 

The fine half tones the catalog the mail order house have 
been made possible the production paper light weight, 
smooth surface and opacity price that permits its liberal use. 

Photographic paper which formerly came from Germany have 
outdone and are now producing the finest the world. 


the beginning the war the European countries sent annually two 


thousand tons light weight manifold known Skin’’ and 
today our mills are supplying this demand, and through the 
long and varied list every need that has been voiced has been supplied.

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THE WAR AND MEDICAL LIBRARIES. 
long the war was confined the continent Europe the 
American medical libraries were only indirectly disturbed. irregu- 
lar receipt and finally the cessation the medical publications the 


central powers has been one marked feature medical library work. 
second has been the rather different aspect the medical publica- 
tions the Allies and, course, the output medical books and 
papers has been greatly diminished all European countries. 

Now that war has been declared this country important 
for each medical librarian consider the problem placing the 
shelves the reading room the recent books dealing with topics 
relating military medicine and allied subjects. many libraries 
there has doubtless been effort made fill any vacancies that 
might exist, but little has been done. Now the time get these 
books, they will certainly very much demand, not only the 
medical profession but nurses and all those working for the cause. 
These will include rather large variety topics, embracing all 
phases the subject. Heading the list will the books war 
surgery, including monographs the newer methods treating 
wound infections, the prevention tetanus, and also books dealing 
with plastic surgery and the repair mutilations. Following out 
the same line, books dealing with the after care and training 
mutilated soldiers. the medical side, the head the list, will 
books dealing with military hygiene which will have supple- 


mented with the usual text books and monographs hygiene and 

public health, and also the latest works infectious diseases, particu- 

larly they affect large bodies military forces. For instance, 
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there are number recent monographs cereobrospinal fever. 
There will also the various publications relating the nervous 
and mental diseases brought about modern warfare, and there 
certain large demand for military manuals, the publications 
the Red Cross, and various textbooks for nurses. 

Another phase the subject which will have considerable interest 
for certain number readers will deal with the lighter side this 
problem and consist various publications about medical men 
that lend interest the human side the great conflict. For ex- 
ample, one the most delightful publications concerning the Russian- 
Turkish war book Ryan, Irish contract surgeon, the 
employ the Sultan Turkey. went through the campaign, 
including the siege Plevna, and his little publication, which came 
out many years ago under the title the Red 
well worth reading deals with entirely different type war- 
fare from that which now being waged. collection similar 
present day books will interest the frequenters medical 
libraries now and inestimable value later years when this great 
struggle shall have become history. 

should like publish the next Bulletin complete list 
books military medicine and surgery possible and should like 
have suggestions from any our members concerning books which 
they have already read and can recommend others.
